Twenty-six © Report’ That’ Public 
Works Totaling $825,000,000

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.-President 
Hoover has -received’ reports from 
the Department of Commerce show- 
ing ‘that Christmas shopping was 
fully up to that of 1928.

26 States to Spend $825,000,000. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 @).—Pro- 
posed construction of public works 
to the amount of $825,000,000 in 
twenty-six States of the nation dur- 
ing 1930, a figure expected to be 
doubled for the country at large, was 
reported today from. the White 
House. 

The total was compiled from the 
reports'.President Hoover received 
from Governors of the States as a 
result! of the program of public con- 


‘struction he urged after conferences 


with business leaders. 

A feport on. Christmas ‘business 
fhroughout the country, showing 
that the level this year had been 
fully as high as that of last year, 
was received with gratification at 
the White House from the Commerce 
Department. It was said there that 
the: mercantile communities had ‘ex- 
pected a falling off in businéss of 
about 15 per cent because of the 
break in the stock market. 

The reports from the Governors 
were. made in response to requests 
sent by Mr. Hoover to have surveys 
made of public works programs 
which would be undertaken during 
the year.

Wireless to Tum New Yorx Trazs. 

BERLIN, © Dec, 27.—Dr. Jacob 
Gould Schurman,’ whose retirement 
as American Ambassador to Berlin 
has now been officially announced, 
assumed his post in June,’ 1925, as 
the successor to Alanson Bigelow 
Houghton, who was.the first Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Germany after 
the World War. 

Dr. Schurman’s popularity in Ger- 
many extends far beyond the con- 
fines of German officialdom and the 
Berlin diplomatic corps. He has 
been the recipient of signal -honors 
in German academic circles. ‘The 
universities of Marburg and Heidel- 
berg have. conferred _honorary de- 
grees on him, while the venerable 
Prussian Academy of Sciences only 
a few weeks ago elected him an 
honorary member, a distinction 
hitherto accorded. to no other: for- 
eigner, 

Popular as Air Enthusiast. 

Although he is 76 years old, Dr. 
Schurman’s enthusiasm for aviation 
in Germany has not been confined 
to the r6le of onlooker, for. he: in- 
variably has preferred travel by air 
on his official and ‘private’ trips 
around Germany, and this added to 
his popularity -in aviation circles 
with which he maintained close con- 
tact. He christened the North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Europa, sister ship 
of the Bremen, in Hamburg Aug. 15 
last. 

At the American Embassy it: was 
announced,that Dr..Schurman would 
leave for New York. the. middle of 
next month. His family left Berlin 
at. the end of September. Although 
his resignation. has, been in the 
hands of President Hoover since. the 
latter took office, Dr. Schurman to- 
day said he felt he ought to remain 
at his» post until relieved. No an- 
nouncemeént in regard to his succes- 
sor has. been. made. here. 

The, German press, without excep- 
tion, makes a cordial acknowledg- 
ment of Dr. Schurman’s services on 
behalf of,a better understanding be- 
tween’ the United States and Ger- 


many, citing the widespread esteem 
and confidence in which he is held 
in German official and social circles. 
His departure will deprive the Bev- 
lin American colony of a helpful 
leader and adviser, as he is honor- 
ary president of the American Club 
and an ‘active supporter of the 
American church.

Only a few irreconcilable’ Nation- 
alists voted against the government. 
The vast majority of the Right; how- 
ever, seeing that’ it was impossible 
to shake M. ‘Tardieu’s allegiance to 
M. Briand’s stand, preferred to vote 
for the government contrary’ to its 
opinions rather than see thé Tar- 
dieu Government fall. The result is 
that. the French delegations’ will go 
to London and The Hagtie withthe 
sentiment of Parliament ~ almost 
unanimously supporting them, since 
only seventeen dared to pronounce | 
themselves opposed. 


Government Heavily Attacked. 


The government had to withstand 
violent attacks and the concerted ef- 
forts of the Extreme Right -with ‘the 
Moderate Left to disrupt the some- 
what phenomenal combination of the 
Tardieu Right Government control- 
ling internal affairs with the Briand 
Left policies supreme in external 
matters... Such Deputies as Henry 
Franklin-Bouillon and Louis Marin 
made the most deadly efforts to 
weaken Premier Tardieu’s position 
and niake him throw over his pledge 
to M. Briand by bitterly assailing the 
Foreign Minister’s program. 

They charged that France’s guar- 
entees from Germany were being 
tartered for promises by acceptance 
of the Young plan, which they said 
would cnly endure a few years be- 
fore new abandonments ‘would be 
asked.

ALL IN THE DAY’S WORK. 


Life. saving may sometimes. be 
easy, but going to the rescue of a 
man in the East River two hours 
before daylight on Christmas morn- 
ing is real heroism. That is what 
Patrolman PeTer FRANCHINI did. It 
was all in the day’s work of a New 
York policeman of his type. He 
knew what. the ordeal would be—the 
darkness, the freezing river, holding 
the drowning man up, shouting for 
a ladder or a rope, and feeling his 
limbs stiffening and his strength 
giving out in the long, cruel wait 
that might end in going under, two 
lives lost instead of one. 

At such an hour no one is likely 
to be about where Jefferson Street 
runs down to the Hast River. But 
luckily for HERMAN SCHWARZ, the 
man who walked off the dock, BRAN- 
NIGAN, a barge captain, heard the 
splash and ran for the policeman 
on the beat. More lucky still for 
SCHWARZ, the policeman summoned 
was FRANCHINI, who as a boy had 
been a “wharf rat” down on the 
East River and had been swimming 
all his life, “because,” as he said 
afterward, “I liked it.” Moreover, 
nothing daunted him. He had saved 
a life before at about the same spot. 

FRANCHINI welcomed another op- 
portunity to vary the monotony of 
patrolling. This time he was in the 
water almost an hour, supporting 
an unconscious man and gripping a 
pile, “ getting more numb every sec- 
ond.” BRANNIGAN let down a rope 
ladder, but the patrolman could. aot 
climb up the frozen rungs with his 
burden. At last an emergency police 
wagon raced up. FRANCHINI did 
not come to until the ambulance

A KANSAS DIAL. 

Published by the students of St. 
Mary's College in Kansas, The Dial 
came out for Christmas in a gay 
scarlet cover and with a variety of 
reading matter. Last yéar’s editor, 
KENTON KILMER, is now a senior, and 
his contribution is an appreciation of 
half a dozen of his father’s poems 
which he prefers to “Trees.” He 
must have heard a great deal more 
of “ Trees” than a better poem could 
survive, yet he can still commend 
it as “sincere, simple and beauti- 
ful.” But he wishes that people 
knew more of JOYCE KILMER’s other 
poetry, and deplores the hasty criti- 
cism that judges what has not been 
read by the one poem which is well 
known. “How much less should he 
“be despised as a poet because he 
“has written one poem which has 
“ achieved almost universal popular- 
“ity, and which is in itself an excel- 
“lent poem, merely because its popu- 
“larity is somewhat greater than its 
“‘ poetic merit.” 

“ Favorite Antipathies,” by ROBERT 
HEFFERNAN of Washington, Ind., 
was the winner of The Dial Christ- 
mas contest. The editor says of this 
author that during his four years at 
St. Mary’s his writings have been 
controversial in character. It is 
not hard to believe that. His antip- 
athies are fairly inclusive. He has 
“both a natural and an acquired 
dislike for loud people.” People who 
use their voices “to exude person- 
ality” are equally obnoxious to him. 
He refuses to be captivated by “ the 
“ richness, the resonance, the mel- 
“lowness of their voices.” The offi- 
cious, the vacillating and the self- 
assertive should keep away from him 
if they want to avoid trouble, and his 
last shot is taken at the fellows.who 
cultivate mutual admiration socie- 
ies. If he did not conclude with a hu- 
morous reflection that he is Pharisa- 
ically not like other men we should 
want to congratulate St. Mary’s that 
he is a senior. 

The Dial is an interesting repre- 
sentative of the more ambitious type 
of college magazine. Its essayists 
are superior to its. fiction. writers, 
but all its contributors are well ad- 
vised in writing about things they 
know at first hand. Even’ young 
DANIEL Opom of the high school 
puts his hero in the circus which his 
own father manages, though his 
Style is obviously influenced by such 
masterpieces of boyhood reading as 
“Phil the’ Fiddler.”

The pur- 
suit by the police, subject to innu- 
merable. quips and caricatures, was 
probably just as bogus. We don’t 
know how many. travels and books 
and conferences and articles Tar- 
tarin has made since he first turned 
up in Brussels.

Nothing in CoTGRAv’s Dictionary or 
the Urquhart-Motteux Rabelais can 
hold a candle to his terminology of 
contempt.

When I am in town with my car,

I have yet ye see a truck halted 
and the driver given a summons for 
a traffic violation; but I see drivers 
of passenger cars halted all the time. 
More than once I have been aiming 
to make a left turn, been behind a 
truck, seen the truck let make the 
turn on the red light, and been. pre- 
vented by the policeman on_ post 
from following the truck. Many is 
the time that I have. seen the officer 
on duty at one particular crossing 
withhold blowing his whistle when 
the light ‘turns red until two or three 
trucks have gone by; then. he stops 
the passenger. cars. ; 

Your New York traffic regulation 
could be improved from the point of 
view of. both driver and pedestrian 
by certain changes. First and fore- 
most is the need for paying some at- 
tention ‘to the lights. The) extent to 
which the policemen on post are 
let or authorized to run traffic con- 
trary to the lights is literally be- 
wildering to both motorist.and. péedes- 
trian. Of course, this implies having 
the lights readily visible.. There is 
only ‘one street in ‘the city that has 
really. adequate traffic lights; that 
is Sixth Avenue below Fifty-third 
Street. The lights on Third Avenue 
and other streets with elevated rail- 
ways are not as well placed as those 
on Sixth Avenue. Until we have a 
light. at each intersection, as most 
other cities have, there will be trou- 
ble with the control: of New York 
traffic. ; 

Another need is that of providing a 
definite, marked lane for right turns. 
Without the ‘‘sneak turn” or right 
turn on red light, New York traffic 
would be delayed: impossibly... As 
matters now stand, a driver making 
a right turn has only in theory a 
definite lane. Practically,. he .turns 
any way he can. I would advocate 


keeping clear for right turns the lane. 


along the curb, prohibiting parking 
within sixty feet of the corner, and. 
preventing vehicles waiting to go 
straight ahead from occupying, this 
lane. Naturally, the lane will have 
to be marked off by a painted line. 

The matter.of speed is not the 
most important one in regulation of 


city traffic. There are trucks going |. 


at fifteen miles an hour, but with 
inadequate brakes that are far more 
dangerous than a car with proper 
brakes going at forty miles: It is. 
often such slow trucks, keeping to 

the centre of the street despite the 
traffic regulation requiring slow 
vehicles to keep to the curb, that 
are the worst causes of danger.

Council. He was one of the first to 
declare that the Socialists were bring- 
ing . Austria to. -bolshevism, and he 
publicly charged. Otto Bauer with 
working for the interests of Moscow. 
In 1920 he founded a small organi-. 
zation in his district and called it the 
Heimatwehren. Its purpose was de- 
clared to be to preserve order in the 
Tyrol. Later this organization joined 
with similar. organizations in Styria 
and Carynthia and became the Heim- 
wehr. 

After the Communist outbreak of 
1927 the Heimwehr grew by leaps and
